time  said  notes  are  executed  and  delivered.

That  any  law  enforcement  officer  charged  with  the 
duty  of  enforcing  the  criminal  laws  of  the  State  within  the 
counties  of  Cherokee  and  Clay  who  shall  apprehend  and  arrest 
any  person  for  the  violation  of  the  prohibition  laws  of  the  State. 
and  produce  evidence  sufficient  to  secure  a  conviction  of  said 
person,  shall  receive  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  which  said 
sum  shall  be  taxed  in  the  bill  of  costs  and  paid  by  the  person 
so  convicted:  Provided,  that  unless  said  bill  of  costs  is  collected 
out  of  said  person  so  convicted,  such  officer  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  any  sum  whatsoever,  and  the  county  in  which  the  convic- 
tion is  secured  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  payment  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  That  this  act  shall  apply  only  to  the  counties  of  Clay 
and  Cherokee. 

Sec.  S.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  repealed  in  so  tar  as  they  affect  Cherokee  and  Clay 
counties. 

Sec.  4.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification.

and  the  name  of  the  officer  to  whom  such  summons  or  warrant 
was  delivered,  and  all  cases  so  docketed  shall  be  indexed  as  to 
the  plaintiff  in  civil  actions  and  as  to  defendants  in  criminal 
actions,  showing  the  docket  book  and  case  number. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  Buncombe 
County,  and  he  is  hereby  vested  with  full  authority  and  power, 
to  devise  a  form  for  a  ledger  or  journal  to  be  known  as  the 
"Justice  of  the  Peace  Financial  Record,"  for  the  recording  in 
detail  of  all  financial  transactions,  including  each  and  every 
financial  item  affecting  the  issuance  and  disposition  of  any 
process  from  a  court  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  county ; 
and  a  form  for  a  removal  docket  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  as 
hereinafter  provided  for,  and  a  form  of  statement  for  report  of 
said  justices  of  the  peace,  and  a  receipt  blank,  as  herein  pro- 
vided for.  The  forms  of  such  records  shall  be  approved  by  the 
county  attorney,  and  shall  be  furnished  in  book  form  to  all 
justices  of  the  peace  in  said  county  by  the  purchasing  agent, 
at  the  county's  expense. 

Sec.  o.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  justice 
of  the  peace  to  correctly  keep  a  complete  record  of  each  and 
every  case  in  which  process  was  issued  or  trial  was  had  by  him, 
using  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  Financial  Record  furnished  by 
the  county  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section  hereof,  and  to 
record  in  detail  the  information  on  the  Justices  of  the  Peace 
Financial  Record  set  forth  by  the  auditor  of  said  county. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  justice  of 
the  peace  to  remit  once  each  week  all  fines  and  forfeitures,  to- 
gether with  all  fees  belonging  to  the  clerk  of  the  Supericrr  Court, 
jail  fees,  and  the  fees  due  the  sheriff's  office  or  a  regularly  em- 
ployed deputy  of  said  sheriff,  to  the  treasurer  of  Buncombe 
County,  and  to  take  an  itemized  receipt  therefor,  and  at  time 
of  making  such  remittance  to  file  with  the  auditor  a  detailed 
statement  showing  each  and  every  receipt  and  disbursement  of 
moneys  in  all  criminal  processes  issued  or  criminal  cases  tried 
during  said  week,  which  report  must  be  in  accordance  with  the 
form  prepared  by  said  auditor :  Provided,  however,  that  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  performing  the  functions  of  their  office  out- 
side of  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Asheville  may  mail 
to  the  treasurer  all  remittances  and  reports  herein  required; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  treasurer  to  immediately  mail 
a  receipt  to  said  justice  of  the  peace  for  such  remittance:  Pro- 
vided further,  that  fees  due  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  for 
docketing  transcripts,  appeals  in  civil  cases,  and  certificates  on 
warrants,  shall  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  justice 
of  the  peace,  upon  paying  over  to  any  officer  any  costs,  to  take 
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a  receipt  for  the  same ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  officer 

receiving  any  costs  to  give  the  justice  of  the  peace  the  receipt  Preservation 

of  receipts, 
hereinbefore  required  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every 

justice  of  the  peace  to  preserve  said  receipts  for  a  period  of  two 

years  from  date  of  receipt  of  same.

That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  deputy  sherifiC  not  Fees  of  deputy 
regularly  employed  on  a  salary  by  the  county  of  Buncombe  to 
receive  or  be  given  any  costs  for  the  service  of  any  paper  or 
process,  either  civil  or  criminal,  which  is  served  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Asheville,  nor  shall  any  such 
deputy  sheriff  receive  any  fees  for  the  service  of  any  civil  proc- 
ess, or  for  the  performance  of  any  official  duty  on  a  civil  process 
from  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  Asheville  Township,  except 
witness  fees  which  said  deputy  sheriff  may  be  lawfully  entitled  Witness  fees.

That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  justice  of  the  peace 
in  Buncombe  County  to  conduct  any  trial  in  either  a  civil  or 
criminal  case  except  between  the  hours  of  eight  a.m.  and  seven 
p.m.,  unless  the  parties  to  such  action  agree  that  it  shall  be  tried 
at  some  other  time. 

Sec.  11.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  justice 
of  the  peace  keeping  or  maintaining  an  office  in  that  portion  of 
the  city  of  Asheville  which  is  situate  east  of  the  Fren-ch  liroad 
River  to  keep  at  all  times  a  docket,  to  be  known  as  the  Removal 
Docket,  and  to  place  on  said  docket  the  names  of  all  justices 
of  the  peace  within  the  territory  hereinbefore  mentioned  in  this 
section,  who  are  actively  engaged,  and  who  hereafter  actively 
engage,  in  conducting  an  office  of  the  justice  of  the  peace  in 
said  territory  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
to  consecutively  number  the  names  of  said  justices  of  the  peace 
on  said  docket ;  and  whenever  any  party  to  any  action  pending 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  makes  a  request  for  the  removal 
of  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  justice  of  the  peace 
to  remove  the  same  as  follows :  The  tirst  case  in  which  a  motion 
for  removal  is  made  to  be  removed  to  the  justice  of  the  peace, 
appearing  on  his  removal  docket  as  number  one,  and  thereafter 
to  consecutively  rotate  until  all  of  the  justices  whose  names 
appear  shall  have  had  a  case  removed  to  them  for  trial,  and  then 
return  to  number  one  and  proceed  as  before:  Provided,  tioir- 
cvct;  that  if  the  parties  in  interest  mutually  agree  upon  some 
justice  of  the  peace  to  whom  any  case  may  be  removed,  the  said 
justice  of  the  peace  before  whom  the  case  was  originally  set  for 
trial  shall  remove  said  case  to  the  justice  of  the  peace  so  agreed 
upon. 

Sec.  12.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  justice  of  the  peace 
to  issue  any  civil  process  without  first  receiving  the  fees  pre- 
scribed for  such  cases  by  the  provisions  of  this  act :  Provided, 
however,  only  the  following  fees  may  be  demanded  in  advance: 
summons,  trial  and  judgment,  indexing,  and  fees  due  officers  for 
issuance  and  service  of  summons  and  subpcenas. 

Sec.  13.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  justice  of  the  peace 
to  maintain,  advertise,  or  act  as  a  collecting  agency,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  or  to  issue  any  notices  or  demands  or 
letters  demanding  payment  of  any  account  whatsoever,  except 
lawful  process  duly  issued  by  virtue  of  his  authority  as  a  justice 
of  the  peace. 

Sec.  14,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  justice  of  the  peace 
to  maintain,  advertise,  or  act  as  a  detective  or  a  detective 
agency,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  or  to  allow  or  permit  any 
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detective  or  detective  agency  to  occupy  or  maintain  an  ottice  in 
the  same  room  or  office  wliere  any  justice  of  the  peace  main- 
tains an  office  for  the  purpose  of  performing  the  duties  of  a 
justice  of  the  peace.

That  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  and  every  calendar 
month  a  true  and  accurate  transcript  shall  be  transmitted  by 
each  of  the  officers  of  Cumberland  County  to  the  board  of  com- 
missioners of  said  county,  said  transcript  to  contain  and  show 
in  detail  all  the  entries  made  upon  said  books  during  the  pre- 
ceding calendar  month,  which  shall  be  sworn  to  and  duly 
verified  by  the  officer  filing  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  county  commissioners  shall  cause  to  be 
audited  at  least  once  every  six  months,  or  oftener  if  they  shall 
deem  advisable,  the  reports,  books,  and  accounts  of  all  public 
officers  required  to  report  under  this  act,  by  the  auditor  of  the 
county,  or  by  some  other  competent  person  appointed  for  the 
purpose  by  said  board  of  commissioners. 

Sec.  0.  That  the  county  auditor  shall  audit  monthly  the 
reports  of  all  public  officers  of  the  county,  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  act  as  accountant  for  the  county  in  settling  with  the 
county  sheriff  and  treasurer ;  to  supervise,  scrutinize,  and  ex- 
amine at  least  once  in  every  calendar  month  all  books,  accounts, 
receipts,  and  vouchers  and  other  records  of  all  the  officers  of 
Cumberland  County  which  show  fees  and  commissions  collected 
and  received  by  them. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  officer,  deputy,  clerk  or  assistant  herein 
mentioned  who  shall  fall  or  refuse  to  collect  any  fee,  commission, 
or  emolument  of  any  kind  belonging  to  his  office  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor ;  and  all  fees,  commissions,  or  emoluments 
shall  be  demanded  and  collected  in  advance  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  law.

That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  or  Sale,  offer  of  sale 
corporation  to  sell,   offer  for  sale,   use,   set   off,   or  explode  any  bidden^   °^' 
firecracker,    Roman    candle,    skyrocket,    or    other    fireworks    in 
Vance  County:  Provided,  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  per- Proviso :  Excep- 
sons  exploding  such  fireworks  on  their  own  premises  when  the  "°°^- 
same  does  not  endanger  the  premises  of  another,  or  the  use  or 
explosion  of  such  fireworks  in  county  fairs  or  other  exhibitions 
under  the  direction  of  county  or   State  officials. 

Sec.  2.     That  any  person,   firm,   or   corporation  violating 
provisions   of   this  act   shall   be   guilty   of   a   misdemeanor,   and ' 
upon   conviction   shall   be   fined    not   to    exceed    fifty   dollars   or  Punishment. 
imprisoned  not  to  exceed  thirty  .days,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court.

building  or  rebuilding  of  any  of  the  public  roads  in  the  county 
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of  Polk,  the  commissioners  of  said  county  are  authorized  and 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  of  said  county,  bearing 
interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  cent  per  annum,  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars.

That  no  person,  firm  or  corporatioib  shall  bring  into 
or  liberate  any  fox  or  foxes  in  Iredell  County  at  any  time.  Any 
firm,  person  or  corporation  violating  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  on  conviction  shall 
be  fined  or  imprisoned  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.

Every  license  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  April  of 
each  year.  The  commission  shall  issue  a  new  license  for  each 
ensuing  year,  in  the  absence  of  any  reason  or  condition  which 
might  warrant  their  refusal  of  the  granting  of  a  license,  upon 
receipt  of  the  written  request  of  the  applicant  and  a  fee  of  live 
dollars  in  the  case  of  a  broker,  and  two  dollars  in  the  case  of  a 
salesman.  The  revocation  of  a  broker's  license  shall  auto- 
matically suspend  every  real  estate  salesman's  license  granted  to 
any  person  by  virtue  of  his  employment  by  the  broker  whose 
license  has  been  revoked,  pending  a  change  of  employer  and  the 
issuance  of  a  new  license.

The  General  Assembly  of  Xorth  Carolina  do  enact:  bond"i^su°' 

Section  1.     For  the  purpose  of  paying  and  funding  loans  and 
indebtedness  in  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars  contracted  and  incurred  by  Gaston  County  for  the  con- 
struction   and    improvement   of    roads    and   bridges    within    said  outstanding 
county  which  amount  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
is  due  and  unpaid,  and  for  which  said  county  has  no  available 
funds,  Gaston  County  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  its  negotia-  Bond  issue

All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  whether  general,  special, 
or  local,  relating  to  the  subject-matter  of  this  act,  are  hereby 
repealed:  Provided,  however,  that  this  act  shall  not  affect  any 
of  the  other  sanitary  sewer  or  water  districts  heretofore  created 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  three  hundred  forty-one,  Public- 
Local  Laws,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  twenty-three,  or  chapter 
five  hundred  one,  Public-Local  Laws,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
twenty-five,  nor  shall  it  repeal  chapter  one  hundred  thirty-five, 
Public-Local  Laws,   one  thousand  nine  hundred   twenty-five. 

Sec.  15.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
ratification.

CHAPTER  244 

AN  ACT  TO  RATIFY  AND  APPROVE  THE  INCORPORATION 
OF  THE  SKYLAND  SANITARY  SEWER  DISTRICT,  HERE- 
TOFORE CREATED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  COMMISSIONERS 
OF  BUNCOMBE  COUNTY,  UNDER  CHAPTER  341  OF  THE 
PUBLIC-LOCAL  LAWS  OF  1923. 


The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  all  the  proceedings  heretofore  taken  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners  of  Buncombe  County  creating 
the  Skyland  Sanitary  Sewer  District,  under  chapter  three  hun- 
dred forty-one,  Public-Local  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty-three,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  in  all  respects 
authorized,    ratified,    approved    and    confirmed. 

That  the  said  Skyland  Sanitary  Sewer  District  is 
hereby  incorporated  and  declared  to  be  a  municipal  corporation 
under  the  name  of  "Skyland  Sanitary  Sewer  District,"  and  may 
adopt  a  corporate  seal  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  may 
purchase,  hold  and  convey  real  and  per.sonal  property,  and  shall 
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in  addition  to  the  powers  hereinafter  conferred,  be  clothed  with  Specific  grant

all  powers  relating  to  the  establishment,  regulation  and  control 

of  sewer  systems,  and  extensions  thereof,  as  are  now  conferred 

on  municipal  corporations  under  the  laws  of  North  Carolina.

The  General  Assembly  of  Surth  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  created  a  board  to  be  known  as  the 
Port  Commission  of  Carteret  County.  The  said  board  is  hereby 
constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate.  The  said  board  shall 
be  composed  of  seven  experienced  business  men,  citizens  of 
said  county,  to  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  commissioners  of

The  General  Assemily  of  Xorth  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  all  the  proceedings  heretofore  taken  by  the 
board  6f  county  commissioners  of  Buncombe  County  creating 
the  South  Buncombe  Water  and  Watershed  District,  under 
chapter  five  hundred  and  one,  Public-Local  Laws  of  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-five,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  in 
all  respects  fully  authorized,  ratified,  approved  and  confirmed.

Auditor  a  statement  of  the  details  of  said  bonds  as  may  be 
required  by  the  law  now  known  as  chapter  one  of  the  Public 
Laws,  Extra  Session,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one, 
as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-three,  Publie 
Laws,  session  one  thousand  nine  hundred  twenty-three. 

Sec.  6.  That  all  laws  and  parts  thereof  in  so  far  as  same 
may  be  in  conflict  with  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed,  and  that  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  and 
after  its  ratification.

CHAPTER  249 

AX  ACT  TO  RATIFY  AXD  APPROVE  THE  INCORPORATION 
OF  THE  SWANNANOA  SANITARY  SEWER  DISTRICT,

SIONERS OF  BUNCOMBE  COUNTY,  UNDER  CHAPTER  341

The  General  Assembly  of  Xorth  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.     That  all  the  proceedings  heretofore  taken  bv  the  Proceedings

authorized,  ratified,  approved  and  confirmed. 

Sec.    2.     That    the   said    Swannanoa    Sanitary    Sewer    District  District  in- 
is  hereby  incorporated  and  declared  to  be  a  municipal  corpora- 
tion  with   perpetual   existence   under   the   name   of   "Swannanoa  Corporate 
Water  and  Sewer  District."  and  may  adopt  a  corporate  seal  and 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  may  purchase,  hold  and  convey  real 
and  personal  property,  and  shall  in  addition  to  the  powers  here-

Section  1.  The  board  of  commissioners  of  Brunswick  County 
is  hereby  authorized  in  the  discretion  of  said  board  to  issue 
coupon  bonds  of  said  county  in  a  sum  of  not  exceeding  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars  for  the  construction  or  improvements  of 
public  roads  or  bridges  of  said  county,  to  be  designated  by  said 
board  of  county  commissioners.

Sec.  S.  That  in  the  event  any  man  appointed  to  serve  on  said 
commission  should  fail  or  neglect  to  qualify  and  act  as  such 
commissioner,  or  if  after  appointment  and  qualification  any  mem- 
ber or  members  should  die,  resign,  become  incapacitated  for  serv- 
ing or  should  be  removed  for  cause,  then  the  aforesaid  judge 
may  appoint  a  successor  or  successors  so  as  to  mairttain  a  full 
board  of  three  commissioners  at  all  times.  And  the  said  judge 
shall  have  the  authority  and  power  and  is  hereby  directed  to 
remove  any  member  of  said  commission  if,  and  whtn  in  the  said 
judge's  discretion,  said  member  should  be  either  mentally, 
morally  or  physically  disqualified  or  incapacitated  for  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  said  commissioner. 

Sec.  9.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  confiict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  10.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  ratification.

In 
the  preparation  of  the  said  budget  and  in  the  expenditures  of  the 
funds  provided  for,  said  county  highway  commission  shall  be 
guided  by  the  following  rule  for  distribution  :  The  said  fund  for 
building  and  maintenance  of  said  county  highways  shall  be  ap- 
portioned to  the  respective  districts  on  the  basis  of  the  mileage 
and  population  In  each  of  said  districts,  subject,  however,  to  the 
use  of  funds  for  administrative  expenses.  In  the  event  the  taxes 
for  the  current  year  are  not  collected  as  the  salaries  and  other 
necessary  operating  expenses  become  due  as  provided  for  in 
said  budget,  and  the  money  is  not  available  for  meeting  such 
necessary  expenses,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  are 
authorized  under  this  act  to  borrow  against  the  appropriation 
in  the  budget  and  to  issue  short  term  notes  maturing  not  later 
than  December  first  of  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year,  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  money  to  provide  for  such  necessary  ex- 
pense, and  the  notes  so  issued  shall  be  valid  obligations  of 
Johnston  County. 

Sec.  is.  That  the  county  highway  commission  shall  have 
supervision  of  the  expenditures  of  all  road  funds  and  funds  that 
may  be  raised  by  county-wide  tax  or  appropriated  by  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  from  the  general  county  funds  or  may 
come  into  the  county  from  any  State  or  national  fund  or  other 
sources.  That  in  addition  to  the  county's  tax  provided  for  under 
this  act,  the  commissioners  of  the  county  may  issue  bonds  or 
other  evidence  of  indebtedness  and  levy  taxes  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  interest  and  principal  thereon,  as  now  provided  by 
law,  for  the  construction  of  any  roads  or  bridges  in  said  county 
which  in  their  judgment  are  found  to  be  public  necessities  :  Pro- 
vided, construction  of  said  roads  or  bridges  or  both  are  recom- 
mended by  the  said  county  highway  commission ;  but  all  funds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  any  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  in- 
debtedness for  such  purposes  shall  be  deposited  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  said  county  highway  commission.

CHAPTER  435 


AN   ACT   TO   REQUIRE   AN   AUDIT   OP   THE    VARIOUS   OF- 
FICERS AND  DEPARTMENTS   OF  JOHNSTON   COUNTY. 
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The  General  Assetnbly  of  Xorth  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  immediately  after  the  ratification  of  this  act 
the  auditor  of  Johnston  County  shall  make  a  thorough  and 
complete  audit  of  every  office  or  department  of  Johnston  County 
handling  any  of  the  funds  of  said  county,  and  shall  present  said 
audit  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners  as  soon  as  the  same 
is  prepared. 

Sec.  2.  That  when  and  after  the  audit  provided  for  in  section 
one  of  this  act  is  made,  any  officer  or  department  of  Johnston 
County  having  any  of  the  funds  of  said  county  shall  immediately 
account  for  and  pay  the  same  into  the  treasury  of  said  county, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
of  Johnston  County  to  require  the  immediate  payment  of  the 
same  under  penalty  of  the  forfeiture  of  the  respective  bonds  of 
such  officers.

Section  1.  That  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Pitt

Judges  of  the  Superior 
Court,  the  judge  of  the  county  court,  justices  of  the  peace,  police 
justices,  or  other  judges  or  justices  of  the  county,  may  sentence 
such  male  persons  as  are  convicted  of  crime  in  their  respectfve 
courts  to  work  upon  the  public  roads  of  the  county.  All  male 
prisoners  so  sentenced  or  imprisoned  for  nonpayment  of  cost  or 
fines  and  all  prisoners  sentenced  in  Wayne  County  to  the  State's 
Prison  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  ten  years,  shall,  at  the  request 
of  the  highway  commission,  be  assigned  to  work  on  the  public 
roads  of  the  county.  All  such  convicts  shall  upon  sentence  be 
delivered  to  the  sheriff  of  Wayne  County ;  and  he  shall  deliver 
them  to  such  otlicer  or  employee  of  the  highway  commission  and 
at  such  times  and  places  as  said  commission  shall  direct.  After 
said  delivery  to  the  highway  commission  the  said  convicts  are 
to  be  fed,  clothed,  and  cared  for  at  the  expense  of  the  highway- 
commission  :  Provided,  however,  that  the  health  department  of 
AVayne  County  shall  provide  for  said  prisoners  at  its  ow^n  ex- 
pense such  medical  and  surgical  attention  as  may  be  necessary 
and  shall  at  its  own  expense  provide  the  necessary  physician  to 
be  present  at  the  punishment  of  all  prisoners.

AN  ACT  PROVIDING   FOR  THE  CREATION  AND  ADMINIS- 
TRATION  OF  THE   GREENSBORO   LOYALTY   FUND. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.     Provision  is  hereby  made  for  the  organization  of  a  Corporation. 
body  corporate,   which  is  hereby   created,   to   bo  known  as   "The  corporate  name. 
Greensboro  Loyalty   Fund."     The  corporate  powers  of  same- are  Board  of  triistees.

All  members  of  said  board  of 
trustees  must  be  residents  of  the  city  of  Greensboro. 

8f,c.  3.  The  trustees  shall  annually  elect  from  their  number 
a  president  and  vice  president.  They  shall  also  elect  a  secretary 
and  a  treasurer,  who  may  or  may  not  be  members  of  the  board 
of  trustees.  The  treasurer  shall  be  required  to  give  adequate 
bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  to  account 
for  all  moneys  which  may  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his 
office.  Meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  held  at  least  four  times  a 
year,  at  such  times  as  the  board  shall  fix.  and  special  meetings 
may  be  held  upon  call  of  the  president  or  secretary,  mailed  to  all 
members  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting.  Said  board  shall 
adopt  by-laws  fixing  the  duties  of  officers,  and  generally  con- 
trolling the  affairs  of  the  board  and  the  administration  of  its 
funds.  No  member  of  the  board  shall  receive  any  compensa- 
tion for  his  services  as  a  trustee  or  officer,  except  that  if  the 
secretary  is  elected  from  their  number  he  may  receive  compensa- 
tion for  such  services.  All  funds  receivetl  shall  be  deposited  by 
the  treasurer  in  the  bank  or  banks  designated  by  the  trustees  to 
the  credit  of  the  Greensboro  Loyalty  Fund,  and  shall  be  paid 
out  only  upon  checks  signed  by  the  treasurer  and  counter- 
sisned  by  the  president  or  vice  president.  Not  more  than  ten 
per  cent  (10%)  of  the  income  of  the  board  may  be  used  for 
expenses,  salaries  and  investigations. 

Sec.  4.  Said  board  of  trustees  is  authorized  to  receive,  ad- 
minister and  disburse  funds  given  for  general  civic  purposes,  or 
any  particular  purpose  or  purposes,  and  for  charitable  uses 
within  the  city  of  Greensboro,  or  county  of  Guilford.  If  the 
donor  of  any  fund  shall  prescribe  a  particular  use  for  any  funds, 
or  the  income  from  any  principal  sum  given  by  him,  then  so 
long  as  it  shall  be  possible  and  practicable  to  use  said  funds  or

It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  trustees  to  advertise  said  fund,  and  to  present  it  to 
individuals  and   organizations   in  said   city  and   county  and   en- 
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deavor  to  enlist  the  support  of  individuals  and  groups  of  persons. 

Xo  funds   may  be  used   for   any   sectarian   or   political   purpose.  Uses  of  lunds 

forbidden.

Whereas,  said  tax  has  never  been  paid,  and  the  authorities 
have  attempted  to  collect  the  same  by  selling  said  property  and 
bidding  it  in,  so  that  the  matter  has  become  a  cloud  upon  the 
title  to  said  property ;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  State  to  exempt  from  taxation 
all  property  used  for  the  objects  herein  enumerated,  in  accord- 
ance with  section  five,  article  five,  of  the  Constitution :  Now, 
therefore,

No  action  for  damages  against  the  town  ot  Morganton 
of  any  character  whatever  to  either  person  or  property  shall  be

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Sec.  2.  No  vote  of  electors  and  no  petition  of  property  owners 
shall  be  required  for  the  issuance  of  such  bonds,  and  the  same 
may  be  issued  under  an  ordinance  of  the  board  of  commissioners 
which  shall  be  in  effect  upon  passage,  and  it  shall  not  be  neces- 
sary to  publish  such  ordirmnce.  No  statement  of  debt  and 
assessed  valuation  need  be  filed.  In  all  other  respects,  the  issu- 
ance of  such  bonds  and  of  any  bond  anticipation  notes  predicated 
upon  the  ordinance,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act.  and  all  the  taxable  property  in 
said  city  shall  be  subject  to  the  levy  of  a  tax  for  the  payment 
of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds  and  such  notes  as 
provided  by  the  Municipal  Finance  Act. 

Skc.  o.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  operate  to  prevent  or 
restrict  the  further  issuance  of  bonds  of  said  city  in  the  manner 
provided  by  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  or  any  other  law.

to  Cooper's  Creek,  then  with  said  creek  to  the  public  road  near 
T.  S.  Woods  to  a  stake  on  the  east  bank  of  said  road  and  south 
bank  of  said  creek,  then  direct  line  to  the  east  end  of  M.  J. 
Neely's  dwelling,  then  a  direct  line  to  the  east  side  of  Manniug 
Gallamore's  house,  then  north  along  the  line  between  W.  K. 
Osborne  and  E.  Allison  and  along  the  line  between  Osborne 
and  J.  A.  Miller  to  L.  C.  Neil's  land,  then  north  to  the  H.  and  B. 
Railroad,  then  along  said  railroad  in  a  westerly  direction  to 
corporation  line  of  town  of  Brevard,  thence  with  said  line  to  the 
beginning.

said  town  of  North  Brevard.  All  sums  so  collected  shall  be  duly 
paid  over  to  and  accounted  for  with  the  board  of  aldermen  of 
the  town  of  Brevard :  Provided,  hotvevcr,  that  said  board  of 
aldermen  shall  first  pay  out  of  all  moneys  so  received,  any  legal 
debts  of  said  town  of  North  Brevard,  but  said  aldermen  and 
said  town  of  North  Brevard  shall  not  assume  or  be  responsible 
for  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  or  debts  of  or  for  said  town 
of  North  Brevard  in  excess  of  such  amount  so  received  from 
said  delinquent  taxes  of  said  North  Brevard  as  paid  by  said  tax 
collector.

(1)  To  safeguard  members  of  the  fire  department  of  the  city  Safeguard  tor 
of  Asheville  from  loss  of  time  from  their  daily  work,  occasioned 
by  sickness  contracted  or  injury  received  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties  in  said  fire  department,  upon  such  conditions  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  adopted  by  said  firemen's  pension  and  relief 
board. 
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(2)  To  provide  a  reasonable  support  for  those  actually  de- 
pendent upon  the  service  of  any  fireman  of  the  city  of  Asheville 
who  may  lose  his  life  in  the  fire  service  of  said  city,  either  by 
accident,  injury,  or  from  disease  contracted  by  reason  of  said 
service. 

(3)  To  pension  any  permanently  disabled  or  superannuated 
member  of  the  fire  department  of  said  city,  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  3.  The  funds  for  the  firemen's  pension  and  relief  fund, 
to  be  administered  by  said  board,  shall  be  raised  as  follows  : 

(1)  The  governing  board  of  the  city  of  Asheville  shall  annu- 
ally appropriate  before  the  first  day  of  April  of  each  year,  and 
pay  over  to  a  fund  to  be  desigrtated  as  the  Firemen's  Pension 
and  Relief  Fund,  a  sum,  not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  in  addition  thereto  as  may  be  authorized  by  said  governing 
hoard,  in  their  discretion,  out  of  the  general  funds  of  the  city  of 
Asheville,  North  Carolina. 

(2)  All  forfeitures  and  fines  Imposed  by  the  governing  board 
of  the  city  of  Asheville  or  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  or 
the  chief  of  the  Asheville  fire  department  from  time  to  time  by 
way  of  discipline  upon  any  member  or  members  of  said  fire 
department,  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  secretary-treasurer  of 
the  said  city  of  Asheville  for  deposit  in  the  firemen's  pension  and 
relief  fund. 

(3)  The  firemen's  pension  and  relief  board  as  herein  pro- 
vided, may  take  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  or  bequest,  any  money, 
real  or  personal  property,  or  other  thing  of  value,  and  hold  or 
invest  the  same  for  the  uses  of  said  fund  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

(4)  The  said  pension  and  relief  board  shall  have  authority 
to  impose  an  assessment  upon  all  members  of  the  municipal 
fire  department  of  said  city  and  to  grade  the  same,  and  require

the  age  of  sixty  years,  and  who  has  served  in  such  fire  depart- 
ment for  a  period  of  not  less  than  twenty  years,  twelve  years  of 
which  must  have  been  consecutive,  whenever  such  member  be- 
comes incapacitated  by  age,  and  shall  in  such  case  place  the 
member  so  retired  upon  the  pension  roll  and  such  retired  mem- 
ber shall  receive  from  the  pension  fund  monthly  an  amount  not 
less  than  one-halt  the  monthly  compensation  allowed  to  such 
member  as  salary  at  the  date  of  such  retirement. 

(3)  In  case  any  member  of  said  fire  department  is  killed  or 
dies  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  a  fireman,  the 
firemen's  pension  and  relief  board  shall  pay  an  amount  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  from  said  pension  fund  for 
funeral  expenses. 

Sec.  9.  Xo  portion  of  said  pension  or  relief  fund  shall,  either 
before  or  after  its  order  of  distribution  by  said  firemen's  pension 
and  relief  board  to  any  disabled  or  pensioned  member  of  said 
firo  department,  be  held,  taken,  subjected  to.  or  retained  or  levied 
on  by  virtue  of  any  attachment,  execution,  writ  of  injunction,

Sec.  5.  That  the  taxes  herein  provided  for  in  excess  of  the 
amount  necessary  to  meet  the  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  be  set 
aside  as  a  sinking  fund  with  which  to  pay  off  said  bon-ds  at 
maturity,  and  may  be  loaned  at  interest  or  invested  in  United 
States  Government  bonds  by  the  board  of  commissioners  until 
such  time  as  the  same  can  be  used  in  the  payment  of  said  bonds. 

Sec.  G.  That  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  only  for  the  purpose 
of  securintg  funds  for  the  cost  of  the  construction  and  mainte- 
nance of  public  municipal  wharves,  docks  and  terminals,  with 
the  necessary  equipment  thereof  at  or  near  the  property  known 
as  the  Old  Liberty  Ship  Yard  on  the  Cape  Fear  IJivcr,  at  or  near 
the  southern  limits  of  the  city  of  AVilmington. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  become 
effective  unless  and  until  the  bond  issue  hereinabove  provided 
for  shall  have  been  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  city  of  Wilmington,  at  an  election  as  hereinafter 
provided  for. 

Sec.  S.  The  board  of  commissioners  of  the  city  of  Wilmington 
may  at  any  time  prior  to  the  lirst  day  of  .January,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  call  a  special  election  for  the 
purpose  of  submitting  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city  of 
Wilmington,  the  question  of  authorizing  or  rejecting  the  bond 
issue  hereinabove  provided  for.  In  said  ordinance  the  board  of 
commissioners  shall  specify  the  time  of  holding  the  election  and 
determine  and  set  forth  whether  or  not  there  shall  be  a  new 
registration  of  the  voters  for  such  election.  Notice  of  the  regis- 
tration of  the  voters  and  of  the  election  shall  be  given,  the  voters 
shall  be  registered,  the  election  shall  be  held,  the  return  shall  be 
canvassed  and  the  result  shall  be  determined,  declared  and  pub- 
lished under  and  pur.suant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal 
Finance  Act  as  therein  provided  for  an  election  upon  a  bond 
ordinance  providing  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  a  purpose  other 
than  the  payment  of  necessary  expense.  A  ballot  or  ballots  shall 
be  furnished  to  each  qualified  voter  at  said  election.  The  ballots 
for  those  who  vote  in  favor  of  the  issuance  of  said  bonds,  shall 

contain  the  words,  "For  the  Ordinance  authorizing  | 

bonds  for  construction  of  public  docks  and  terminals  and  a  tax 
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therefor,"  and  the  ballots  for  those  who  vote  against  the  Issuance 
of  the  said  bonds  shall  contain  the  words  "Against  the  Ordinance 

authorizing  $ bonds   for  the  construction  of   public 

docks  and  terminals  and  a  tax  therefor,"  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  the  Municipal  Finance  Act,  the  registration  and  election 
shall  be  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  laws  governing  elec- 
tions for  municipal  officers  in  the  city  of  Wilmington. 

Xo  right  of  action  or  defense  founded  upon  the  invalidity  or  Limitation  of 
irregularity  of  the  election  shall  be  asserted,  nor  shall  the 
validity  of  the  election  be  open  to  question  in  any  court  upon 
any  ground  whatever,  except  in  an  action  or  proceeding  com- 
menced within  thirty  days  after  the  publication  of  the  statement 
showing  the  result  of  the  election. 

Sec.  9.     All  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  10.     This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifi- 
cation.

FOR  THE  ISSUANCE  OF  OTHER  BONDS  AND  TO  AUTHOR- 
IZE TAXATION  FOR  ALL  SUCH  BONDS  AND  TO  PROVIDE 
FOB  THE  DEDUCTION  OF  CERTAIN  DEBT  IN  COMPUT- 
ING THE   NET  DEBT  OF  SAID  CITY. 

The  Ocneral  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  cnaet : 

Section    1.     The   city   of   Burlington   is   hereby   authorized    to  Bond  issue 
issue  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  thousand  dol-  Arnnunt 
lars    ($188,000)   bonds  of  said  city  to  fund  floating  debt  hereto-  Purpose, 
fore  created  for  necessary  expenses  which  floating  debt  is  hereby 
validated.

bonds  have  been  authorized  by  ordinances  passed  by  the  board 
of  aldermen  of  said  city,  and  eight  thousand  dollars  (.$8,000) 
of  the  ten  thousand  dollars  (|10,000)  lionds  authorized  by  an 
ordinance  passed  .January  third,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-oite,  for  the  acquisition  of  land  for  a  cemetery,  and  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  (.$2,500)  of  the  three  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  ($.3,.5O0)  bonds  authorized  by  an  ordinance

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
aldermen  to  apply  so  much  of  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  payment  of  outstanding  floating  debt  which 
was  created  for  the  purposes  for  which  said  bonds  were  author- 
ized respectively. 

Sec.  3.  No  election  and  no  petition  of  property  owners  shall 
be  required  for  the  issuance  of  any  of  the  bonds  herein  validated 
or  authorized,  and  the  purchasers  of  such  bonds  shall  have  no 
responsibility  for  the  application  of  the  proceeds  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  Bond  anticipation  notes  may  be  issued  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  to  anticipate  the  sale  of 
any  of  the  bonds  authorized  or  validated  herein  :  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  limitations  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  as  to  the 
maturity  of  bond  anticipation  notes  shall  not  apply  to  the  notes 
herein  authorized,  which  notes,  and  any  renewals  thereof,  may 
mature  at  any  time  prior  to  the  first  day  of  February,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  twenty-nine.

Sec.  2.  That  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  shall  be  as  Corporate  limits, 
follows,  viz. :  Beginning  at  an  iron  stake,  which  .said  stake 
stands  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  school  building  as  now 
located,  and  runs  one  mile  each  north,  east,  south  and  west,  with 
the  cardinal  points  of  the  compass,  and  intermediate  points  of 
the  same  a  like  distance  of  one  mile  so  as  to  form  an  exact 
octagon. 
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Sec.  3.  That  the  officers  of  said  town  of  Cashiers  shall  consist 
of  a  mayor,  five  aldermen  and  a  marshall,  and  the  aldermen  of 
said  town  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  secretary  and  treasurer 
and  tax  collector,  who  shall  he  required  to  give  a  hond  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  any  duties  devolving  upon  said  secretary 
and  treasurer  and  tax  collector  in  such  amount  as  said  alder- 
men may  fix. 

Sec.  4.  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  act  into  im-

The  marshal  of  said  town  shall  be  appointed  or  elected  hy  the 
aldermen,  and  such  officers  shall  have  the  same  powers  and 
authorities  as  are  conferred  upon  like  officers  by  law,  and  such 
additional  authority  as  may  be  conferred  upon  the  town  of 
Cashiers  by  this  act.

any  of  same,  according  to  the  extent  of  their  respective  frontage 
thereof,  by  an  equal  rate  per  foot  of  such  frontage  without  any 
petition  being  filed  with  it  requesting  such  improvement  and 
special  assessment,  viz. :  Any  .street  within  the  present  fire 
district  of  the  city  of  Durham  and  any  street  within  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  the  city  of  Durham  constitutin.t:  a  part  of  the 
State  highway  system  or  officially  designated  as  a  State  high- 
way. 

Sec.  2.  Such  street  improvements  shall  irtclude  the  grading, 
re-grading,  paving,  re-paving,  macadamizing  and  re-macadamiz- 
ing of  said  streets,  or  parts  of  same,  hereby  declared  to  be  public 
streets  of  the  city  of  Durham,  and  the  construction,  reconstruc- 
tion or  altering  of  curbs,  gutters  and  drains  in  such  public 
streets  or  parts  of  same.

CHAPTER  124 


AN  ACT  TO  CORRECT  A  LINE  IN  THE  CORPORATE  LIMITS

or  outer  zone  shall  be  so  laid  out  as  to  include  all  areas  that 
are  chiefly  valuable  for  factory  sites  and  related  uses,  and  said 
zone  shall  also  include  all  those  areas  which  presently  exhibit 
more  of  a  rural  than  of  a  suburban  aspect,  and  one-fourth  of 
the  full  rate  of  ad  valorem  municipal  taxation  shall  apply  uni- 
formly throughout  said  zone.  Continuity  of  territory  shall  not 
be  deemed  an  indispensable  requirement  in  the  layout  of  either 
of  said  zones.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided  in  respect 
of  ad  valorem  municipal  taxation,  all  the  provisions  of  the 
charter  of  said  city,  and  all  lawful  ordinances  thereof,  shall  have 
equal  application  throughout  the  entire  territory  of  said  city.

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  all  general  municipal  elections,  municipal 
primaries,  elections  for  the  recall  of  a  municipal  official,  elections 
for  the  initiating  of  an  ordinance  and  all  elections  held  under 
the  referendum  provisions  of  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Asheville, 
shall  be  conducted  by  a  municipal  board  of  elections  consisting 
of  three  persons  of  good  moral  character,  who  shall  be  electors 
of  the  city  of  Asheville,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor- 
commissioner  of  the  city  of  Asheville,  except  the  appointments 
hereinafter  made,  at  least  three  months  before  any  general 
municipal  primary,  and  every  four  years  thereafter ;  and  whose 
terms  of  office  shall  continue  for  four  years  from  the  time  of 
their  appointment  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and 
qualified,  unless  sooner  removed  therefrom.  Not  more  than  two 
members  of  said  municipal  board  of  elections  shall  belong  to  the 
same  political  party:  Provided,  however,  that  from  the  date  of 
the  passage  of  this  act  and  until  three  months  before  the  general 
municipal  primary  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Asheville  in  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty-one.  the  municipal  board  of 
elections  for  said  city  shall  he  composed  of  J.  N.  Garren,  Joseph 
Sevier,  Jr.,  and  A.  C.  Choate,  and  in  case  of  resignation,  death 
or  removal  of  any  member  thereof,  the  mayor-commissioner  shall 
appoint  a  successor.

That  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Fayetteville  is  hereby 
empowered  and  authorized  to  appoint  a  boxing  commission  to 
consist  of  three  citizens,  who  shall  serve  for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  that  of  the  mayor  appointing  said  commissioners,  and  who 
shall  serve  without  compensation.

First :  The  northern  boundary  of  the  city  shall  be  along  the 
southern  bank  of  Tar  River  and  where  the  tail  race  is  located, 
the  southern  bank  of  the  tail  race  shall  be  considered  the 
southeri*  bank  of  the  river.

Second :  The  city  shall  not  interfere  by  zoning  or  other 
ordinance  with  the  Mills'  right  to  sell  wood  and  coal  to  persons

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living  on  its  property  or  tlie  purchase  of  cotton  on  Its  property 
or  its  operation  of  a  laundry  or  moving  picture  sliow.  This 
shall  not,  however,  be  construed  as  granting  to  the  Mills  an 
exclusive  right  to  conduct  the  aforesaid  businesses  in  this  terri- 
tory nor  to  prevent  the  city  from  requiring  such  privilege  or 
license  tax  to  engage  in  the  aforesaid  businesses  as  may  be 
legal.  This  contract  shall  terminate  in  twenty-eight  years  or 
in  the  event  of  the  removal  of  the  Mill  village  prior  to  that  time 
at  the  time  of  said  removal. 

Third  :  The  city  shall  recognize  the  franchise  granted  to  the 
Rocky  Mount  Mills  by  the  town  of  Rocky  Mount  Mills  for  use 
of  streets  for  conveying  electric  power  and  is  to  pay  the  Mills  at 
the  rate  of  two  cents  per  K.  W.  H.  for  current  used  in  lighting 
streets  and  bridges,  including  River  Bridge,  with  machinery  for 
readjustment  of  rate  by  arbitration  as  contained  in  the  franchise. 
The  Mills  agrees  that  it  will  not  sell  current  within  the  city  off 
of  its  own  land  except  street  lighting  as  above,  and  that  the 
franchise  shall  be  oonassignable  by  the  Mills  except  to  its  lawful 
successors  in  the  operation  of  the  cotton  mill,  an  assignment  to 
other  parties  to  be  ground  for  revocation  of  the  franchise  at 
the  city's  option.  In  case  the  basis  of  compensation  for  street 
lighting  shall  be  raised  above  two  cents  per  K.  W.  H.  either  by 
arbitration  or  by  act  of  Corporation  Commission,  and  the  new 
rate  so  fixed  shall  exceed  the  cost  at  which  the  city  could 
perform  that  service,  including  interest  and  depreciation  charges, 
computed  by  the  present  method  by  which  the  city  computes  the 
cost  of  its  street  lighting,  then  the  city  shall  have  the  option  of 
paying  the  new  rate  so  established  or  of  assuming  the  furnishing 
of  such  service  from  its  own  plant.  In  the  event  the  Mills 
should  sell  all  or  any  part  of  its  real  estate  within  the  limits 
of  the  city  the  light  franchise  shall  not  apply  to  the  property 
so  sold,  except  with  the  city's  consent  and  approval,  but  the 
streets  may  still  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  current  to 
the  property  retained.  In  the  event  the  Mills  should  sell  any 
part  of  its  real  estate  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  the  city 
should  build  a  line  to  convey  current  for  the  purpose  of  serving 
the  property  so  sold,  then  the  city  may  at  its  option  assume  the 
lighting  of  the  streets  which  it  has  to  traverse  to  reach  said 
property  and  the  Mills  shall  withdraw  from  the  lighting  of 
such  streets.  The  Mills  agrees  to  indemnify  and  hold  harmless 
the  city  from  damages  arising  from  any  negligence  of  the  Mills. 

Fourth :  The  city  shall  assume  the  fifty  thousand  dollars 
($50,000.0(>),  bonded  debt  of  the  town  of  Rocky  Mount  Mills  and 
will  reimburse  the  Mills  for  cost  of  installing  fire  alarm  station 
and  will  purchase  at  appraised  value  such  fire  apparatus  as  the 
city  can  make  use  of. 
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Fifth  :  The  title  to  the  school  and  lot  shall  be  re-vested  in 
the  Mills  and  the  bonded  indebtedness  incurred  in  the  purchase 
thereof  be  cancelled. 

Sixth :  The  city  shall  pay  the  Mills  five  hundred  dollars 
($500.00),  per  year  for  use  and  maintenance  of  the  sewerage 
purification  plant  under  supervision  and  control  of  the  city's 
health  officer.  The  city  shall  have  the  right  to  make  connec- 
tions for  conveying  and  to  divert  sewerage  from  other  sections 
of  the  city  to  the  purification  plant,  in  which  event  the  city 
shall  pay  an  increased  sum  additional  to  the  five  hundred  dollars 
(1500.00),  equivalent  to  the  actual  cost  to  the  Mills  of  treating 
such  sewerage.  This  contract  shall  last  as  long  as  the  present 
plant  is  adequate  for  its  purpose  in  the  judgment  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  but  there  shall  be  no  obligation  on  the  part  of 
the  Mill  to  make  any  enlargement  or  replacement  of  the  plant 
in  the  absence  of  further  contract  in  reference  thereto.  Either 
party  shall  have  the  option,  upon  two  years  notice,  to  terminate 
this  contract,  provided  the  city  shall  make  other  arrangements 
for  handling  the  sewerage,  if  it  elects  to  act  under  said  option. 
In  the  event  the  city  should  build  a  sewerage  purification  plant 
of  its  own  the  Mill  shall  grant  without  charge  such  right-of-way 
over  its  lands  as  the  city  engineer  shall  deem  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  properly  connecting  its  sewerage  lines  and  said  plant 
shall  not  be  constructed  nearer  than  five  hundred  yards  to  the 
Mills'  factory. 

Seventh :  The  city  shall  pay  to  the  Mills  five  hundred  dollars 
($500.CK))  per  year  for  the  upkeep,  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  city  engineer  or  such  other  officer  as  the  city 
may  designate,  of  the  streets  and  sidewalks  except  Falls  Road 
within  the  present  mill  village.  The  upkeep  of  said  streets 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  include  the  removal  of  trash  and  garbage 
from  the  present  mill  village.  The  Mills  shall  have  the  option 
to  terminate  this  contract  at  any  time  upon  ten  days  notice, 
the  city  shall  have  the  option  to  terminate  the  same  at  any  time 
after  twenty  years  upon  one  month's  notice. 

Eighth :  The  city  shall  pay  the  Mills  four  hundred  dollars 
($400.00)  per  year  for  rent  and  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00) 
per  year  for  upkeep  of  Riverside  Park,  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  city  engineer  or  such  other  officer  as  the  city 
shall  designate.  The  property  rented  shall  not  be  deemed  to 
include  the  river  bed,  it  being  expressly  excepted.  The  upkeep 
shall  include  the  islands  and  maintenance  of  the  bridges,  roads, 
walks,  summer  house,  water  connection  and  shrubbing  the  under- 
growth. The  Mill  shall  have  the  option  to  terminate  so  much  of 
this  contract  as  relates  to  upkeep  at  any  time  upon  ten  days 
notice.     Mills  agrees  not  to  enlarge  the  present  cemetery.     The 
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city  shall  issue  no  money  making  concessions  in  the  park  without 
the  consent  of  the  Mills.  The  city  shall  have  the  right  to  re- 
move at  termination  of  this  contract  any  equipment  erected  by  it 
in  said  park.    This  contract  to  run  for  ten  years. 

Ninth :  The  city  agrees  to  endeavor  to  reach  an  agreement 
as  to  the  amount  of  permanent  damages,  if  any,  caused  by  the 
city  taking  water  from  the  river  to  the  detriment  of  the  Mills 
water  rights,  reserving  to  the  city,  however,  all  rights  it  may 
have  to  condemn  in  case  of  a  disagreement.  Nothing  herein 
shall  be  construed  as  prohibiting  the  city  from  asserting  any  and 
all  rights  it  may  have  to  take  water  from  the  river  for  all 
necessary  city  purposes  or  the  right  of  the  Mills  to  make  claim 
for  damages  done,  if  any,  to  its  water  rights  by  water  taken 
after  the  proposed  consolidated  has  been  in  effect  for  six  months. 

Tenth  :  The  Mills  dedicates  to  the  public  the  streets  as  now 
laid  out  within  the  present  town  of  Rocky  Mount  Mills. 

Eleventh :  The  legislative  act  effecting  the  change  in  the 
city's  limits  and  recognizing  this  contract  shall  provide  that  if 
for  any  legal  reason  it  shall  be  held  that  the  city  is  without 
authority  to  assume  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  town  of 
Kocky  Mount  Mills  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,- 
000.00),  referred  to  in  paragraph  four  hereof,  then  the  act  shall 
be  void  in  toto  in  so  far  as  it  affects  the  status  of  the  town  of 
Rocky  Mount  Mills  and  the  Kocky  Mount  Mills.

The  General  Assembly  of  XoitJi,  Carolina  do  enact:

That  the  aldermen  shall  form  a  board,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  them  shall  be  competent  to  perform  the  duties  pre- 
scribed for  the  aldermen.  Within  ten  days  after  their  election 
they  shall  convene  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  shall  fix 
Stated  meetings,  stated  days  of  meetings  for  the  year,  which  shall  be  as  often  at 
Special  meetings,  least  as  once  every  calendar  month.

Inspect  the  streets  and  other  public  places  and  public  premises, 
supervise  and  keep  up  with  its  finances,  its  general  income  and 
disbursements,    including    bond    issues,    and    shall    make    report  Reports, 
to  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  general  and  financial  condition 
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ot  the  city,  and  shall  recommend  in  his  report  such  matters  as 
he  may  think  to  the  interest  and  advantage  of  the  city ;  keep  his 
ottice  in  some  convenient  place  designated  by  the  board  of 
aldermen,  keep  the  seal  ot  the  city  and  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  board  of  aldermen,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  and 
when  there  is  an  equal  division  upon  any  question  or  in  the 
election  of  oflicers  by  the  board,  he  shall  determine  the  matter 
by  his  vote  and  shall  vote  in  no  other  case.  In  addition  to 
the  above,  the  mayor  shall  have  all  other  duties,  powers, 
privileges  and  rights  as  may  be  now  or  hereafter  prescribed.

end  of  the  fiscal  year,  or  printed  in  some  newspaper  published 
in  the  city  of  Winston-Salem,  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  call  on  all 
persons  who  may  have  in  their  hands  any  moneys  or  securities 
belonging  to  the  city  which  ought  to  be  paid  or  delivered  into 
the  treasury,  and  to  safely  keep  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  city ; 
to  disburse  the  funds  according  to  such  orders  as  may  be  duly

pations or  acts  which  are  nuisances ;  to  define  and  condemn 
nuisances  and  provide  for  the  abatement  or  removal  of  same ; 
to  grant  permits  for  the  construction  of  buildings  and  other 
structures,  and  to  prohibit  the  construction  of  any  building  or 
structure  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  aldermen  may 
be  a  nuisance,  or  of  injury  to  adjacent  property,  or  to  the  general 
public ;  to  regulate  and  control  the  character  of  buildings  which 
shall  be  constructed  or  permitted  to  be  and  remain  in  any  part 
of  the  city  of  Winston-Salem,  with  the  right  to  declare  the  same  a 
nuisance  or  unsafe,  and  cause  their  demolition  or  removal ;  to 
provide   for   the   leveling,   filling   in   and   drainage   of   all   ponds.

and  to  recover  from  the  owner  or  occupant  the  expenses  of

in  which  bodies  may  be  interred  therein  or  removed  therefrom, 
and  for  beautifying,  ornamenting  and  keeping  the  same  in  con- 
dition ;  to  provide  suitable  grounds  for  the  enlargement,  ex- 
tension or  establishment  of  new  cemeteries,  providing  separate 
cemeteries  for  white  and  black ;  to  control  and  regulate  the  time 
and  manner  of  burying  the  dead,  the  burial  of  any  person  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  said  city  not  within  said  cemeteries, 
and  provide  for  the  punishment  of  persons  violating  the  rules 
and  regulations  concerning  the  cemetery ;  to  provide  for  the 
establishment,  organization,  equipment  and  government  of  fire 
companies,  fire  commissioners  and  fire-alarm  system,  and  to 
adopt  rules  for  the  conduct,  regulations  and  terms  of  office 
thereof;  to  regulate  the  erection,  placing  and  maintenance  of  all 
telephone,  telegraph  and  other  electric  wires  and  to  prohibit  the 
same  from  being  strung  overhead  in  a  public  street,  and  to

munity :  to  prohibit  or  control  the  firing  of  firearms,  firecrackers, 
torpedoes  or  other  explosive  materials,  and  to  govern  the  sale 
thereof;  to  control  and  regulate  the  speed  of  all  horses  or  other 
animals,  automobiles,  buggies,  carriages,  wagons  or  other  vehicles 
on  the  streets :  to  regulate  the  speed  of  railroad  engines  and

late the  arrangement  and  operation  thereof :  to  control  and 
regulate  the  place  and  manner  in  which  powder  and  other  ex- 
plosives and  inflammable  substances  may  be  kept  and  sold,  and 
the  place  and  manner  in  which  commercial  fertilizers  are  stored; 
to  provide  for  the  sanitary  condition  and  keeping  of  all  lots, 
cellars,  houses,  water  closets,  privies,  lavatories,  stables,  sites, 
and  other  places  of  like  character,  to  provide  for  the  examina- 
tion and  sanitation  thereof,  and  for  that  purpose  ordinances 
may  be  passed  authorizing  sanitary  officers  or  policemen  to  enter 
the  premises  suspected  of  being  in  bad  or  unsanitary  condition 
^nd  have  the  same  cleaned  at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  or 
abate  such  places  as  nuisances  and  recover  of  the  occupant  or 
owner  the  expense  thereof ;  to  regulate  the  due  observance  of 
Sunday ;  to  prevent  the  entrance  into  the  city  or  the  spreading 
of  any  contagious  or  Infectious  disease  therein,  and,  for  that 
purpose,  may  stop,  detain  and  examine  every  person  coming  from 
places  believed  to  be  infected  with  such  disease ;  to  establish 
and  maintain  quarantines  against  communities  and  territories 
where  it  is  suspected  prevails  any  infectious  or  contagious 
disease ;  to  establish  and  regulate  hospitals  within  the  city  or 
within  three  miles  thereof,  and  may  cause  arty  person  in  the  city 
suspected  to  be  infected  with  such  disease  and  whose  stay  in  the 
city  may  endanger  public  health,  to  be  removed  to  the  hospital 
or  other  place  that  the  mayor  may  select :  to  prevent  from 
coming  into  the  city  any  second-hand  clothing,  bedding  or  furni- 
ture :  to  remove  from  the  city  or  destroy  any  furniture  or  other 
articles  which  may  be  suspected  to  be  tainted  or  infected  with 
contagious  or  infectious  disease  or  in  such  condition  as  may 
generate  and  propagate  disease ;  to  abate  all  nuisances  which 
may  be  injurious  to  public  health ;  may  vaccinate  or  otherwise 
subject    to    medical    treatment    all    persons    having    smallpox    or 
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other  contagious  or  infectious  disease ;  to  recover,  by  proper 
action  against  those  who  may  cause  the  same,  all  costs  and 
expenses  of  the  moving  and  treating  people  having  or  suspected 
of  having  contagious  or  infectious  diseases ;  shall  have  power, 
by  force,  to  remove  all  persons  from  the  city  or  to  carry  them 
to  hospitals  or  other  places  selected  by  the  mayor  or  board  of 
aldermen  and  detain  them  therein  ;  to  prohibit  the  carrying  on 
of  any  disorderly  house  or  house  of  ill-fame,  or  gambling  house 
or  house  where  games  of  chance  are  being  carried  on  or  where 
liquors  are  illegally  sold ;  to  provide  for  the  inspection  and 
examination  thereof ;  and.  for  that  purpose,  may  enter  upon  said 
premises  and  make  arrest  of  any  person  or  persons  violating 
the  ordinances  of  the  city  in  reference  thereto ;  to  prohibit  the 
construction  of  cellars  under  sidewalks  or  the  making  of  en- 
trances into  sidewalks,  and  to  make  rules  and  fix  specifications 
for  the  construction  of  all  cellars  under  sidewalks  or  entrances 
into  sidewalks ;  to  regulate  and  control  motion  picture  shows, 
and  all  exhibitions  or  places  of  public  amusement,  and  all  ex- 
hibitions or  performances  given  therein :  provide  a  board  of 
censors  who  shall  have  power  to  inspect  and  view  all  public 
places  of  amusement  or  exhibtions  given  therein,  and  prohibit 
such  as.  in  their  judgment,  are  immoral  or  against  public 
interests,  and  any  violation  of  an  order  of  the  board  of  censors 
shall  be  unlawful,  and  every  day  an  exhibition  is  permitted  after 
ao  order  of  the  board  of  censors  prohibitng  it  shall  constitute 
a  separate  offense.  On  behalf  of  the  general  welfare  of  the  city 
of  Winston-Salem,  and  for  the  good  order  and  government 
thereof,  the  board  of  aldermen  may.  in  addition  to  the  foregoing 
powers,  pass  or  ordain  any  resolution  or  ordinance,  and  enforce 
the  same  by  proper  punishment  or  penalty,  which  it  may  con- 
sider wise  or  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  State. 

Sec.  3S.  In  addition  to  the  powers  stated  in  the  preceding  Additional 
section,  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  have  the  power  to  enact  powers, 
ordinances  in  such  form  as  they  may  deem  advisable  as  fol- 
lows :  To  license,  regulate  and  control  the  busim-ss  of  acting 
as  surety  for  hire  on  bail  bonds  in  the  municipal  court  of  the 
city  of  Winston-Salem  or  on  appeals  from  said  court,  and  to 
prescribe  reasonable  rates  which  may  be  charged  for  acting  as

The  board  of  aldermen  may  cause  to  be  sold  at 
private  sale,  without  advertising,  on  such  terms  as  it  may  deem 
just,  any  lands  owned  by  the  city,  or  in  which  the  city  has  am 
interest,  in  the  following  cases :  Remnants  of  lands  or  tracts  of 
lands  obtained  by  the  city  in  connection  with  the  opening  or 
widening  of  streets,  but  which  remnants  for  any  reason  are 
not  required  for  street  purposes :  lands  formerly  included  in  a 
public  street  but  vacated  as  a  public  street  by  order  of  the  board 
of  aldermen,  either  in  connection  with  the  abandonment  or 
relocation  of  any  public  street :  Provided,  that  such  private  sale 
may  be  made  only  when  both  of  the  following  conditions  exist : 
the  land  intended  to  be  sold  is  subject  to  assessment  for  street 
improvements,  or  such  improvements  have  been  ordered  by  the 
board  of  aldermen,  and  its  fair  market  value  is  not  greater  than 
the  amount  of  such  assessment.  The  determination  of  the  board 
of  aldermen  as  to  the  value  of  such  lands  shall  be  conclusive. 

Sec.  112.  That  sections  eight  thousand  sixty-nine  to  eight 
thousand  seventy-three,  inclusive,  Consolidated  Statutes  of  North 
Carolina,  shall  not  apply  to  the  city  of  Winston-Salem  and  that 
the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Winston-Salem  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  standard  keeper  for  the  city  of  Winston- 
Salem  and  to  supervise  weights  and  measures  within  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  said  city. 

Skc.  113.  That  whenever  notice  is  required  to  be  given  under 
the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Winston-Salem  the 
service  of  such  notice  may  be  made  upon  the  party  for  whom  it 
is  intended,  by  a  police  officer  or  other  officer  authorized  to  serve
